Jesus commissioned His dis- 
ciples and told them to go into 
all the world and preach the 
gospel, but He also told them 
to tarry in the city of Jerusalem 
until they were endued with 
power from on high. They 
may have been somewhat rest- 
less as they had to wait so long, 
but if they were, there is no rec- 
ord of it. But they tarried and 
waited patiently until the Holy 
Spirit was given and then they 
went and never did stop. Peter 
is supposed to have been the 
oldest disciple and probably 
grew old before he was martyr- 
ed for the truth, but there is 
nothing said of him being laid 
aside because he was old. No, 
it seems he was full of vigor and 
strength to work for his Master 
until he was nailed on the old 
rugged cross. 


In one of his epistles Paui -re- 
fers to himself as being “Paul 
the aged,” but the only thing 
that ever stopped him was Ne- 
ro’s chopping block. He got 
out of money, out of clothes, 
hungry, destitute, but still he 
went on. He appreciated the 
help the people gave him, but 
when he did not get anything 
he went on just the same. He 
was able to rejoice while in 
want and was so accustomed to 
hardships that he made but lit- 
tle mention of them. He tells 
the simple story and passes on 
with no inclination to com- 
plain. 

But there are some reasons 
tor old people not being able to 
go on in the ministry. They 
may become feeble and tottery 
and their minds may weaken 
and their strength give way and 
not having anything laid by for 
old age they may need help. 
Very few ministers have a liv- 
ing provided for old age. They 
spend their time in the ministry 
instead of making money, and 


- when they are off the field they 


have no income. © They feel the 
“Go ye” spirit throbbing in their 
hearts and there is no stopping 
off to make money. And at 
last old age steals on them and 
with it a weakened voice and 
weakened mind and often a frail 
body. 


This class has my sympathy. 
If any will ever get a reward in 
glory it seems such as these 
will surely get one. I often 


think of our dear Brother R. M. 


Evans of Plant City, Florida. He 
was an old man when I first met 
him fourteen years ago, but he 
was full of life and had fair 
health. Not long after he was 
baptized with the Holy Ghost he 
heard the voice of one calling 
him to go to a people whose 
language he could understand 
but they needed the gos- 
pel. With scarcely a thought of 
the future and what it might 
bring to them, he and his noble 
wife sold their little possessions 
and in a one horse wagon 
started. It seems that they 
thought they might go to the 
Indians in the interior, but these 
were not the people. They wan- 
dered on and on, speaking a 
good word here and_ there, 
distributed good literature, 
preached when opportunity af- 
forded, and finally disposed of 
their horse and wagon, boarded 
a boat and made for the Raha- 
ma Islands. When they arrived 
in Nassau they raised their ban- 
ner in the name of the Loré and 
went to work. They did the 
pioneer work on those Balitadss 
for the Church of Goé@. 





With a small company of 
workers I visited them while 
they were there and saw the 
sacrifice they had made, but 
they were happy in His service. 
By the help of the Lord we 
opened the work on new islands 
and I suppose helped to better 
establish the work they had al- 
ready started, but they re- 
mained faithful to their post. 
When at last they returned to 
their home land they were with- 
out money or _ possessions. 
Brother Evans was broken 
down so he could not preach 
and all they could do was to 
pray for and encourage those 
who could go. They could not 
go any more. His work in the 
ministry was over. But he had 
made a last great drive and es- 
tablished the Church on the Ba- 
hama Islands. The younger peo- 
ple of the Islands rise up and 
call him blessed when they hear 
the story, and the older people 
with whom he labored and min- 
gled love, respect and honor 
him. 


For some time this aged cou- 
ple raised poultry and made 
their support, but they had to 
give it up because they were un- 
able to do the work necessary 
to keep good healthy fouls. Then 
they tried a rooming house and 
rented the rooms out to room- 
ers and travelers. But this final- 
ly became too much of a _ bur- 
den and they had to give it up. 
They had no children and the 
only way to get along was to 
accept the workings of provi- 
dence, and the last thing as a 
means of livelihood is a few 
chickens and a cow or two and 
as they have to buy all their 
feed they are gradually giving 
down with this business. They 
are too old to work. They have 
been faithful. They must have 
help. This is surely a _ strong 
appeal for the raising of a fund 
to provide for the comfort of 
“old worn out preachers.” This 
has been mentioned before, but 
no definite steps have been 
taken. 


Before I pass from these dear 


old saints I am going to ask' 


special prayers for them and I 
am sure that “in some way or 
other the Lord will provide.” 

I do not know who took care 
of the Apostle John in his old 
age, but it was some body that 
was glad to do everything pos- 
sible for the comfort and happi- 
ness of the aged veteran of the 
cross. It is said that he got so 


-he could not walk any more. He 


took many long trips on foot 
with Jesus and after Jesus was 
gone he still kept on going and 
going for the Lord and literally 
wore Himself out in the ministry 
for he realized the message 
must be told and there is no 
stopping place for a man that 
loves God until he about falls in 
his tracks. ~ 


Well, John probably did not 
fall, but he was so old he could 
not even walk to the place of 
worship, so it is said his good 
friends carried him and sat him 
down in a chair on the platform. 
The dear man was so old and 
feeble he could not stand and 
preach, but he could raise his 
trembling hand and slowly wave 
it out toward the flock and say, 
“Little children, love one anoth- 
er.” And this was often his Sun- 
day morning sermon. At last he 
went over on the other shore 
and surely there are great re- 
wards for the 


faithful over 


was faithful unto death. 

How good it will be for our 
ministers to make as clear a 
record as John so that if old 
age does creep upon them they 
will be revered for their faithful- 
ness and loyalty and will have 
made a straight line from the 
time of entering the Church to 
old age. This class will always 
be cared for in some way in old 
age. But what about the man 
that has walked crooked—a 
man that has been for the 
Church part of the time and 
part of the time against it? A 
man that is not steady and true 
will lose favor with the people 
if he ever had it. A man that 
talks two ways, and acts two 
ways cannot be depended on 
when the tight comes on. He 
will usually slip out and play 
the coward right when he 
should be brave and loyal. 

Paul was no coward, he was 
right in the thickest of the fight. 
Peter was no coward, he was 
always in the front of the bat- 
tle. These men are good ex- 
amples to follow. Always on 
their job, and they did not have 
to be worried about how they 
would be cared for in old age. 
We do not know what became 
of Peter’s wife after he was cru- 
cified, but if she were yet living 
she surely had no lack for 
friends, food, raiment, and a 
good home. 


It must be a great honor to 
grow old in the service of the 
Lord. Just to ripen for heaven, 
with never a sting or regret be- 
cause the old saint has lived a 
good life and brought no re- 
proach upon the cause he loves. 
Think of looking back over a 
life of success with never a slip 
or a fall, or the least deviation 
from the path trodden by our 
Lord. What consolation it will 
bring in old age! What comfort, 
what joy and happiness! I used 
to write my wife when I was 
out in revival work that it made 
but little difference whether we 
had a tent or a cabin to live in 
here if we could only live so true 
and faithful to God that we 
could get a mansion over there. 
Those were happy days for us 
with a ragged pallet spread 
down on the hard floor for the 
children, as well as ourselves, to 
sleep on, and potatoes and salt 
a part of the time and some- 
times bread made of hand grated 
cornmeal. But the message 
had to go, and I had to keep go- 
ing and going. I saw no place 
to stop. Indeed, I was afraid 
to stop. I felt that I would lose 
my soul forever if I did not 
keep on carrying the message. 
It must go and I must carry it. 

Doubtless this message is fall- 
ing upon the ears of some that 
feel as I did about it. It took 
years for the Lord to get me up 
to the place that I had enough 
courage to start, and then after 
I got started I never had the 
courage to stop. The only 
thing that ever drove me from 
the - field was the publishing 
house interests. The work got 
so great that it took all of my 
time. I was bent on going and 
going for the Lord, because I 
was fully convinced that the 
message must be told and there 
is no stopping place. I started 
to go all over the world, but I 
never thought then of going in 
another manner. I _ never 
thought of publishing a paper. 
I used to disdain the publishing 
business. The business was all 
right and ought to be done, but 
ii did not want to do it. I wanted 
to preach with my mouth in- 
stead of my hand. I wanted to 
go everywhere in person, but 
God wanted me to go in an en- 
tirely different manner, and I 
have submitted. I am _ willing 
to keep on going as I am now 
or I am ready for a change any 
time, but the message must be 
told.

there. And dear old father John | message? O what is this mes- 


sage that is of so much impor- 
tance! The writer of Hebrews 
calls it “Great Salvation,” and 
adds, “which at the first began 
to be spoken by the Lord, and 
was confirmed unto us by them 
that heard him.” (Heb. 2:3) It 
is a message of salvation. The 
world is lost and God sent His 
Son into this world to redeem 
it from its lost condition and the 
world doesn’t know this and we 
must go and tell the teeming 
millions of earth’s inhabitants 
that they have been redeemed 
so they can shake off the shack- 
les of sin and walk out free. 


A story is told of an old col- 
ored man—he was found on the 
back of his master’s plantation. 
He scarcely knew of the civil 
war in the sixties, and he knew 
nothing at all about the “eman- 
cipation proclamation” that 
freed all the slaves on American 
soil. He was still a slave. His 
master was keeping him in total 
ignorance of the situation. But 
in the conversation the gentle- 
man that chaneed to pass that 
way told him the whole story, 
and concluded by declaring that 
he was free. The old man be- 
lieved the story, threw down his 
hoe, straightened himself up, 
took courage and started for 
the open. Now the old master 
sin is keeping multitudes in to- 
tal ignorance of the emancipa- 
tion proclamation which first 
began to be spoken by the Lord 
Jesus Christ and we have got 
to go to the back side of sin’s 
plantation and tell the slaves 
the wonderful story of the fight 
on the cross, the death, burial 
and resurrection and final tri- 
umph of our Lord and when we 
get them to understand it just 
right they will throw away their 
tools of sin they are using, 
straighten up and walk out into 
the liberty of full salvation. And 
if we don’t go and tell them 
they will still obey old master 
sin and just think they have to. 


But that is our mission. The 
Church of God is ‘‘a new sharp 
threshing instrument having 
teeth” (Isa. 41: 15), and it must 
be kept running at full speed; 
and this means that the power 
must be attached, and all belted 
up, the bearings oiled, and the 
straw and chaff flying away 
while the good grain runs down 
and is measured and rushed off 
to the granary, mill, or to the 
field to be sown again to raise 
more of the same kind. O what 
a machine we are in! Each 
member is a part. (1 Cor. 12) 
Every one has something to do. 
There are no idlers in this ma- 
chine. Everything works and 
oh, what a noise. Somebody 
said we make’ too much noise, 
but where is a threshing ma- 
chine that makes no noise? It 
is in the shop for repairs, or do- 
ing nothing. A church that 
makes no noise is either sitting 
idle or in the shop for repairs. 
Thank God, the Church of God 
is not that kind. There may be 
a few local churches lying out 


quiet, and not running, but the 


Church as a whole is noisy be- 
cause it is doing something. 


People that are going and go- 
ing for the Lord are noisy. You 
need not tell me that people are 
“still born.” If they are born of 
the Spirit they will come forth 
amidst a noise, Can a sawmill 
produce lumber without making 
a noise? Can a foundry, a 
steel mill, cotton or woolen mill 
run without noise? Can a train 
that carries tens of thousands 
of value run without noise? 
Neither will the Church of God 
produce results without noise. 
It is said of early days of Chris- 
tianity—““Now when this was 
noised abroad, the multitude 
came together.” But some have 
tried to make it appear that this 
only means that it was told out 
through the city but this is not 
the correct interpretation. It was 





a great noise that was made and 
the noise was actually heard 
over the city. As proof of this 
statement I give the revised -ver- 
sion which reads, ‘“‘And when this 
sound was heard.” And it is not 
so much wonder that the multi- 
tude came together for they 
heard a strange sound—differ- 
ent from anything they had ever 
heard before. 


Yes, sir, there will be some 
noise made when people are 
born. And if there is no noise it 
rather indicates a death or a 
funeral than a birth. Now let 
us go and keep on going and 
make a noise as we go and get 
our work done.

God loved us before we loved 
Him, but now we love Him and 
are going to prove our love by 
our service to Him. There is 
much good serviee going on but 
not so much but it should he 
increased. April reports show 
seven new churches set in order, 
and this shows some activity on 
the part of the ministers. This 
much work is worthy of com- 
ment and I’m sure those direct- 
ly interested have been blessed 
vf God for their faithful service. 
Seven churches a month make 
eighty-four a year, and in ten 
years at this rate there would 
be eight hundred new churches. 


Well, this is going some, but 
let us pray and work for an in- 
crease. Why not work for the 
establishing of one a day? Ido 
not think that this is too much 
to expect. We are getting along 
far enough now to expect great 
things and do great things. We 
must get away irom thouzhts 
of doing little things and brace 
up and not only undertake greut 
things for God but do great 
things for Him. With a steady 
effort and mighty prayers I do 
not think it is too much to ex- 
pect the list to run up rapidly 
until it reaches a new church a 
day every month in the year on 
an average. 


The next thing to notice in 
the April reports is the increase 
of members which place the 
number at 310. This is not a 
great increase, but it shows the 
work going on in April as well 
as other months. And after all, 
it is not so small. Just keep this 
up for a whole year and there 
you have 3,720. It is the every 
day steady growth that counts. 
But I do not want us to be at 
all satisfied with that small in- 
crease of members each month. 
I think we should work for at 
least fifty a day and that would 
make 1,500 a month and 18,000 
a year. I do not think thai is 
more than we ought to expect. 
That would only show a good 
healthy growth. 


Now, beloved, let us begin to 
pray to this end. Only fifty a 
day, and surely we can get our 
faith up to that small number. 
Deep, sincere, agonizing prayers 
will accomplish wonders. Pray- 
ers should be offered up con- 
tinually, and of course this 
much of an increase of members 
will mean a lot of souls saved, 
and this is really what we are 
working for. So when we pray 
for fifty members a day we pray 
for God to convert sinners and 
save the lost. 


Well, well, praise the Lord, as 
I go back up the line of reports 
I see 234 baptized with water in 
April, and 296 baptized with the 
Holy Ghost and fire. Now this 
is indeed wonderful. If all of 
these 234 were baptized at one 
place at one time it would make 


a big baptizing. And if 296 per- 
sons were baptized with the Ho- 
ly Ghost and fire at one service 
or in one day it would be a great 
time and I guess there would be 
enough noise to stir the town or 
community, and they would 
raise the old time cry of ‘“What 
meaneth this.” The whole crowd 
would be talking in tongues and 
I wonder then what those fel- 
lows would do that try to hold 
the tongues down to wait for 
the interpreter. They would 
have one more time to try to 
stop 233 people from talking in 
tongues while the other one 
talked and the interpretation 
was given. But that is not the 
meaning of 1 Cor. 14:27, as 
some try to interpret. That has 
reference to the gift of tongues 
and not the tongues as the Spir- 
it gives the utterance. And that 
regulation is to apply in the 
same place where the women 
are commanded to be in silence. 


Here is another part of the 
report that is very gratifying— 
387 persons sanctified. Yes, ac- 
tually sanctified! And we have 
their own testimony for it, be- 
sides there are others that know 
about it. I wonder why people 
want to try to put down sanc- 
tification when there are so 
many witnesses ready to take 
the witness stand in its favor. 
The history of the Methodist 
church is dotted with thousands 
of witnesses who have testified 
to the experience as an experi- 
ence sought and obtained sub- 
sequent to conversion. Why do 
Methodist preachers now make 
such a strong fight against the 
doctrine? This is a mystery 
that is hard to solve. But peo- 
ple are still getting the same 
old time John Wesley kind of 
sanctification all around the 
members of the Methodist 
church, and are truthful wit- 
nesses whose testimony cannot 
be denied. 


Bishop Foster of the M. E. 
church said of the Bible teach- 
ing on Holiness: 


“It breathes in the prophecy, 
thunders in the law, murmurs in 
the narrative, whispers in the 
promises, supplicates in the 
prayers, resounds in the songs, 
sparkles in the poetry, shines in 
the types, glows in the imagery, 
and burns in the spirit of the 
whole scheme, from the alpha 
to its omega—its beginning 
to its end. Holiness! Holi- 
ness needed! Holiness required! 
Holiness offered! Holiness for 
all! Holiness attainable! Holi- 
ness a present duty, a present 
privilege, a present enjoyment, 
is the progress and completion 
of its wondrous scheme! It is 
the truth glowing all over and 
voicing all through revelation; 
singing and shouting in all its 
history and biography, and poet- 
ry and precept and promise and 
prayer; the central truth of the 
system. The truth to elucidate 
which the system exists. If God 
has spoken at all it is to aid 
men to be holy. The wonder is 
that all do not see, that any rise 
up to question a truth so con- 
spicious, so glorious, so full of 
comfort.” 


Here is an interesting feature 
of the Church of God: We get 
saved through Jesus like the 
“old time” Methodists and Bap- 
tists, We baptize like the Bap- 
tists, get sanctified like the 
early Methodists, and shout like 
both of them used to. In so far 
as they follow the plain, simple 
teaching of the Bible we are 
like them, but we can’t leave 
any off neither can we add any 
thing. We could not be the 
Church of God amd take any 
thing away from the Bible or 
add anything to it. By taking 
all of it makes us somewhat like 
a number of the common 
churches, for they all have seme

Ques. What did one of the seven 
angels reveal to John? 

Ans. He showed him the judgment 
of the notorious woman. 

Ques. Where is this woman sitting? 

Ans. Upon many waters (Multi- 
tudes, nations and tongues, verse 15). 

Ques. What had been the crime of 
this woman? 

Ans. She had led the kings and in- 
habitants of the earth into fornica- 
tion. Verse 2. 

Ques. What does this mean? 

Ans. Fornication in a spiritual ap- 
plication means false doctrines or any 
Spiritual practices contrary to the 
Word of God. The children of Israel 
went into spiritual fornication when 
they turned from God to idols. 

Ques. Some may say, Is not this 
to be taken as it reads but in a literal 
application? 

Ans. No. For you will notice that 
this woman is referred to as a mys- 
tery. Verses 5-7. 

Ques. Where was John carried to in 
the spirit that he might see this wo- 
man? 

Ans. He was carried in the spirit 
to the wilderness. 

Ques. What does wilderness rep- 
resent in a spiritual application? 

Ans, It represents the inhabitants 
living in sin. 

Ques. What description is given of 
this woman? 

Ans. She was “arrayed in purple 
and scarlet colour, and decked with 
gold and precious stones and pearls 
having a golden cup in her hand * * *, 
And upon her forehead was a name 
written, MYSTERY, BABYLON THE 
GREAT, THE» MOTHER OF HAR- 
LOTS AND ABOMINATION OF THE 
EARTH. Verses 4, 5. This is the 
Laodiceans who say they are rich and 
have no need of anything. 

Ques. In the wilderness upon many 
waters where he found her located, 
what did he discover was carrying 
her? 

Ans. A beast having seven heads 
and ten horns. 


Ques. Ig this beast the same as the 
first beast of chapter thirteen? 

Ans. Yes. He has the same marks 
of identification. We explained this in 
the article on chapter thirteen but 
will rehearse that some may better 
understand. The beast came on the 
scene with Babylon, the first head, al- 
so the head of Nebuchadnezzar’s im- 
age. Medo-Persia, the second image, 
corresponding to the beast of the im- 
age. Greece, the third head which 
Daniel refers to as the “great he 
goat,” and for his broken horn comes 
up four horns which finally culmi- 
nate into two horns or heads known 
as the king of the north and the king 
of the south of Daniel eleven. These 
are Egypt and Syria. This makes 
five kingdoms that had passed in 
John’s day, the time he was in Pat- 
mos and corresponds with the state- 
ment to John, “Five are fallen and 
one is.” Verse 10. 


Ques. What kingdoms had fallen at 
John’s day? 

Ans. Babylon, Medo-Persia, 
Egypt and Syria. 

Ques. What was the kingdom re 
ferred to as one is? 

Ans. All who have read history 
know that it was Rome. 

Ques. What is said of one of these 
heads? 

Ans. The eighth king of one of these 
heads was wounded to death but will 
come to life in the last days. 

Ques. What will the ten horns be 
to the son of perdition (anti-christ) 
who is to come out of perdition? 

Ans. They receive power the same 
hour with the beast and stand by the 
beast to enforce his laws. Verse 13. 

Ques. What will they especially do? 

Ans. They will make war with the 
Lamb (Jesus and the afmies of heav- 
en). 

Ques. Just before Jesus destroys 
them, what will they do for the wo- 
man? 

Ans. They. will turn against her and 
hate her and will destroy her, the 
spiritual, not the literal nations—Je- 
sus does this. 

Ques. To finish this article I will 
ask, Who is the woman? Does she 
represent the Catholic church? 


Ans. No, -not all together the 
Catholic church but all classes of peo- 
ple in the wilderness who are com- 
mitting fornication by departing from 
the doctrine of Jesus Christ and of 
Paul who was taught by Him. 

Ques. What is the true church rep- 
resented by in Hebrews? 

Ans. She is referred to as New Je- 
rusalem, the church of the firstborn. 

Ques. What are the apostate church- 
es represented by? 

Ans. She is referred to as_ that 
“great city,” already referred to as 
Mystery, Babylon, doubtless referred 
to, both spiritually and literally. 

Ques. Why do some think this wo 
man is the Roman Catholic church? 

Ans. Because it has gone forth that 
Rome, the headquarters for the Cath- 
olic church, was built upon seven 
hills. 


Ques. Does the Word say that the 
woman sat upon seven hills? 

Ans. No, but on seven mountains 
(kingdoms), entirely a different word 
from hill. It is said that Rome was 
sitting upon ten hills at the time 
John received the Revelation. 


Ques. What else shows that the wo- 
man is not the Catholic church? 


Ans. She rides the seven heads but 
five were gone before the Catholic 
church came into existence.

JESUS WILL COME AGAIN

Those who in all ages have believed 
in the literal personal coming of Je 
sus Christ, the second time to this 
earth have not followei cunningly 
devised fables. This doctrine is onc 
of the fundamental doctrines of Hoiy 
Scripture, it finds a larger place in the 
pages of Holy Writ than any other} 
doctrine of the Church. This glorious 
event being mentioned more than 
three hundred times in the New Tes 
tament alone. To the devout believer 
in the Bible there can be no doubts 
that Jesus will come again. 


The faith of the believer in this 
doctrine is not founded on any theory 
of his own but upon the clear and 
convincing testimony of the sacred 
writings and especially upon the tes- 
timony of Jesus Himself who repeated 
again and again to His disciples the 
teaching that He would come the sec- 
ond time. An examination of the 
teachings of the Scripture on this 
point will dissolve all doubts that 
may exist regarding the second com- 
ing of Christ. 


Before His death Christ said to His 
disciples, “Let not your heart be trou: 
bled: ye believe in God, believe also 
in me. In my Father’s house are 
many mansions: if it were not so, I 
would have told you. I go to prepare 
a place for you. And if I go and pre- 
pare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself; 
that where I am, there ye may be al- 
so. And whither I go ye know, and 
the way ye know.” John 14:1-4, 


Here is a clear cut unequivocal 
promise, the meaning of which there 
is no possibility of mistaking the Mas- 
ter Himself. He said, “I will come 
again.” In the same chapter He re 
peats this by saying, “I will not leave 
you comfortless; I will come to you.” 
John 14:18. Again He said, “I go 
away, and come again unto you.” John 
14:28. 

Before His betrayal He said to the 
unbelieving scribes and Pharisees, 
Ye shall not see me henceforth, till ye 
shall say, Blessed is he that cometh 
in the name of the Lord.” Math, 24; 
39. 


When instructing His disciples in 
answer to their questions as to what 
shall be the signs of His coming and 
of the end of the world, Matt. 24:3. 
Jesus said, “And then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of man in heaven: 
and then shall all the tribes of the 
earth mourn, and they shall see the 
Son of man coming in the clonds 
with power and great glory.” Matt. 
24: 30. And to his disciples He said, 
“For the Son of man shall come in the 
glory of his Father with his angels.” 
Matt. 16:27. 

When adjured by the high priest 
at His trial Jesus answered, ‘“Here- 
after shall ye see the Son of man sit- 
ting on the right hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven.” 
Matt. 26:64. And this same Jesus re- 
peats three times to His servant John 
this truth of His second coming, “Be- 
hold, I come quickly; And, behold, I 
come quickly; Surely I come quickly.” 
Rev. 22:7, 12, 20. This uniform tes- 
timony of the Savior is enough to 
create conviction in every heart which 
accept Him as his guide and teacher. 
There is no doubt here, Jesus is com- 
ing again. 

There are other testimonies in the 
Bible in addition to that of Jesus 
Himself. This truth of the second 
coming of Christ to establish an ever- 
lasting kingdom and judge the world 
has been known and taught from the 
earliest times, the ancient patriarchs 
even before the flood believed it and 
taught it, “And Enoch also, the seventh 
from Adam, prophesied of _ these, 
saying, Behold, the Lord cometh with 
ten thousand of his saints, To exe- 
cute judgment upon all.” Jude 14, 
15. David under the imspiration of 
God sang of the time, ‘““‘When the Lord 
shall build up Zion, he shall appear 
in his glory.” Psa. 102:16. Again in 
Psa. 96:18, “Before the Lord; for he 
cometh, for he cometh to judge the 
earth; he shall judge the world with 
righteousness, and the people with 
his truth.” Also in Psa. 98:7, 8, “Let 
the sea roar, and the fulness thereof; 
the world, and they that dwell there 
in. Let the floods clap their hands: 
let the hills be joyful together Before 
the Lord; for he cometh to judge the 
earth: with righteousness shall he 
judge the world, and the people with 
equity.” 

Isaiah, the prophet, taught the same 
truth of the second coming of Christ. 
Isaiah repeatedly refers to this sub- 
ject. He says,. “And it shall be said 
in that day, Lo, this is our God; we 
have waited for him, and he will save 
us. For, behold, the Lord cometh 
out of his place to punish the inhabi- 
tants of the earth for their iniquity. 
Say to them that are of a fearful 
heart, Be strong, fear_not: behold, 
your God will come with vengeance, 
even God with a recompense; he will 
come and save you. Behold, the Lord 
God will come with strong hand, and 
his arm shall rule for him; behold, 
his reward is with him, and his work 
before him. For, behold, the Lord 
will come with fire, and with his 
chariots like a whirlwind.” Isa. 25: 
9; 26:21; 35:4; 40:10; 66:15. 

This truth is also taught by the 
apostles. Paul says, 
his own order: Christ the first-fruits; 
afterward they that are Christ’s at his 
coming.” 1 Cor. 15:23. “for our con- 
versation is in heaven; from whence 
also we look for the Saviour, the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” Phil. 3:20. “Ye 
turned to God from idols to serve the 
living and true God. And to wait for 
his Son from heaven, whom he raised 
from the dead, even Jesus, which de- 
livered us from the wrath to come.” 
1 Thes. 1:9, 10. “For what is our 
hope, or joy, or crown of rejoicing? 
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Are not even ye in the presence of 
our Lord Jesus Christ at his coming?” 


1 Thes. 2:19. “To the end he may 
stablish your hearts unblameable im 
holiness b. fore God, even our Father- 
er, at the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ with all his saints.” 1 Thes. 
3:13. “For the Lord himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God.” 1 Thes. 4:16. “The 
Lord Jesus shall be revealed from 
heaven with his mighty angels.” 2 
Thes. 1:7. “Looking for that bless 
hope, and the glorious appearing } 
the great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ. Tit. 2:13. “So Christ waa 
once offered to bear the sing o8 
many: and unto them that look for 
him shall he appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation.” Heb. 9:

parts of the Bible in their 
creeds. 

Dropping back up the line 
further I find the reports show 
501 converted. This experience 
is not to be despised. This is 
the experience commonly called 
“born again,’. and it is also 
called regeneration. This is the 
first experimental step in the 
Beale of the Christian religion, 
and always comes prior to sanc- 
tification and the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. This is not a large 
number, but these 501 souls are 
just as precious as a thousand, 
and we rejoice with them in 
their new found joy, and wish 
to send them a word of Chris- 
tian love and greetings. 


The next I find there were 
6,196 sermons preached. This 
shows that our ministers have 
not been idle. But there is one 
thing I would like to see and 
that is. one soul saved for every 
sermon. I offer no criticism be- 
cause there is a shortage here, 
but really I do not believe it is 
wrong to want us to reach that 
stage of soul saving that every 
sermon will bring in a soul from 
sin.. Beloved, let us pray to that 
end, Let us spend much time 
in. prayer. A minister should 
go from his knees to the pulpit. 
and often from the pulpit to his 
knees. Even after the message 
is delivered mvch prayer should 
be offered, praying that God will 
not let the devil catch away the 
good words that have been 
spoken. Without prayer, mes- 
sages are often almost if not 
totally lost. Every message has 
its portion of good seed, but 
Satan will destroy the effect if 
God does not prevail against 
him, and God does this in an- 
swer to prayer. 


The greatest and most effect- 
ive preachers of the ages have 
been the greatest prayers. Many 
of them have done their best 
and most effective preaching 
after having spent the whole 
night in agonizing prayer to 
God. Some of these men of 
prayer have effected whole au- 
diences by their presence as 
they walked out upon the plat- 
form before a word was spoken. 
O_let us get real close to God. 
walk in Him, preach by His 
power, and live in His very 
presence. This will make our 
work more effective. OI want 
the spirit of prayer to strike us 
all deeper than ever before. I 
wauld like to hear of many fai!- 
ing prostrate in agonizing pray- 
er for God to give us multitudes 
of souls. Don’t depend on your 
preaching, but pray and depend 
on God.

from my regular three hour’s 
prayer and only prayed a short 
prayer and retired to rest. When 
i saw how the Sunday morn- 
ing services went off I felt 
ashamed and hastened off to 
pray for the Lord to forgive me 
for my neglect. He has done 
it, and from this time I promise 
I will be on my knees as usual 
from nine to twelve every Sat- 
urday night even if I am tired.” 
And he kept his promise. and 
the meetings continued with 
their usual power and success. 

I tell you, beloved, our respon- 
sibility does not cease with 
common efforts, there is a fear- 
ful responsibility upon every one 
of us, and I fear souls that we 
might have saved will cry out 
at us at the judgment and con- 
demn us for our neglect or fail- 
ure to do our full duty in pray- 
er if not otherwise.

My-home is at Campaign and 
I was there on a visit from my work 
at Copperhill. Brother Beard had 
asked me to preach for him that 
night. The Lord had been wonder- 
fully blessing in the singing and 
praying. The Holy Ghost was pres 
ent and we were enjoying the sweet 
fellowship of being in the one body. 
The beginning of the service was a 
time of rejoicing. The saints talked 
in tongues and danced under the pow- 
er and all were teeling good.

They say it has gone far 
enough, The church at Campaign has 
suffered a great many persecutions 
but, thank God, I believe we are go- 
ing to have better protection there. 
Brother Jaco says he is just glad to 
suffer what he has if it will bring 
about protection for the church.
